Section 1—That each owner of Cattle, horses, mules, or 
‘running and breeding at large shall provide himself 
with a good and sufficient branding iron differing from 
the branding iron of any other person or company in his 
vicinity, & correct and full description of which he shall 
record in the office of the Recorder of this Territory, and 
all owners of cattle, Sheep or swine grazing and breeding 
at large shall adopt and record in the Recorder’s office, an 
ear ak differing from the mark of any other person or 
Company in his vicinity, provided however that no ear mark 
shall be practiced or recorded by which more than one half 
of either ear is taken off. 


Section 2.—That any person or Company owning herds 
of cattle," horses, mules, or asses running and breeding at 
large, shall fix upon a day in the month of J une, and a day 
in the month of September of each year, on which he or 
they intend to mark or brand the increase of his or their 
cattle, horses, mules or asses. Ten days’ public notice 
of the time and place of such marking and branding shall 
be previously given by. advertisements, set up in at least 
three of the most public places in the County, in which said 
marking and branding is to be done, but all sheep or swine 1 
or the increase of Cows kept up for dairy purposes or of 
horses or asses kept up for service may be marked or 
branded at any time the owner may see proper.
